suppressed in the usual merciless 
fashion, Spartacus himself being kil- 
led and 6,000 of his followers being 
impaled on stakes alongs the Appian 
Road. 

Such being the history of the Spar- 
rebellion, it is not surprising, 
says the Free Press of Aberdeen, 
Scotland, that, as in Germany, the 
name of Spartacus should have come

A Note of Confidence 


In these days of unrest, of specula 


tion as to the future, of foreboding 
even as to what the future holds for 
Canada in the face of a period of 
economic and social upheaval and 
reconstruction which will likely be 
marked by much unemployment and 
in which an enormous increase in 
taxation must be laid on the should- 
ers of the people, it is gratifying to 
find a note of confidence and reas- 
surance sounded. And such a_ note 
has been sounded in the most unex- 
pected quarter, sounded not in words,

Then came the war. Nevertheless 
the Canadian banks stood the strain 
well, and were able not only to finance 
the business of the country and the 
requirements of the government, but 
advanced huge credits of hundreds of 
millions of dollars to Britain. Much 
criticism of the banks is heard—no 
doubt partly justified—but it must be 
said to their credit that they proved 
a tower of strength to Canada and 
the Empire throughout the war,

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of reconstruction, readjustment, is 
upon us with all its possibilitics of 
trade recession, unemployment, and 
general commercial uncertainty. Yet 
it is at this time that the chartered 
banks of Canada are arranging to in- 
crease their capital, increasing divi- 
dends, opening new branches through- 
out the country, and, most significant 
of all, opening branches in France, 
Russia and the countries of South 
America, If existing capital was suf- 
ficient to enable the banks to “carry 
on” during the strain of the war and 
a period of tremendous industrial ac- 
tivity, why do they now require more 
capital if trade is to be restricted? 
Does not their present policies of ex- 
pansion indicate that, from all the 
sources of information at their com- 
mand, the head officials of the banks 
are rather convinced that a new and 
greater era of business development 
is opening for Canada? It would cer- 
tainly seem so. 

It is beyond all question that dur- 
ing the war Canada increased her 
productive capacity enormously, in 
agriculture, in manufactures, and in 
other directions. Manufacturers gain- 
ed valuable knowledge in the 
nique of production and vastly im- 
proved their methods. Even with a 
considerable falling off from the high 
water mark of war exports during the 
past year or two, their exports would 
still far exceed those of pre-war days. 

As a result of the war, and the 
splendid part played in the = grim 
struggle by this Dominion, Canada 
has gained for herself a new place in 
the eyes of the world. This country 
is “on the map,” so to speak, as 
never before, and nations which all 
but ignored Canada in the past are al- 
most certain to look our way’ and 


trade with our people to an ever in-| 


creasing extent as the years pass and 
conditions become more normal, At 
least the banks seem to think so and 
are preparing for it. 

Possibly the greatest criticism of 
our banks in the past has been that 
they did not appreciate the full im- 
portance of assisting agriculture nor 
recognize the necessity of adopting a 
more sympathetic and liberal policy 
in extending credit on reasonable 
terms to farmers. It is to the credit 
of the Canadian banks, however, that 
money has and is being supplied to 
agriculturists at reasonable 
rates of interest than has been sup-

plied our neighvoring farmers across 
the border, the latter being obliged 
to pay from 10 to 12 per cent. 
for moneys borrowed from the 
State banks. If, in the forward 
movement upon which they are em- 
barking and in their new policies of 
expansion, the banks make adequate 
provision for the rapid development 
of agriculture they will do much to 
remove existing grievances and go far 
towards silencing critcism. At the 
same time they will be materially as- 
sisting in laying a solid foundation for 
the future prosperity of Canada, and 
a foundation upon which a strong in- 
dustrial and commercial structure can 
be safely erected.

Immigration Into Provinces 


Saskatchewan Ranks Second and 
Manitoba Third 


Edmonton, Alta. — According to 
officia! figures specially furnished the 
U. S. consulate at Edmonton the to- 
tal number of Americans that have 
taken up residence in the province of 
Alberta since 1905, including five 
months of the fiscal year 1918-19, 
reaches 275,093. In 1905 the province 
of Alberta was organized, and statis- 
tical information has been kept since 
that date of the immigration into the 
three. provinces -- Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta. Saskatchewan 
ranks second with 226,330 immigrants, 
and Manitoba third, with only 78,788. 
The largest immigration into Alberta 
from the United States came in 1909- 
10, and numbered 34,663; the smallest 
in 1918-19, numbered 5,613.

— Reuter’s correspondent 
in South Russia, who travelled to the 
Caucasian coast aboard the vetcran 
cruiser Grafton, which fired more 
shells in the war than any other Brit- 
ish warship, telegraphs from Ekater- 
inodar, that the Bolshevists have tak- 
en as hostages a hundred notables, in- 
cluding Generals Russky and Radko 
Dimitrieff, together with several 
ladies. These hostages were driven 
in motor lorries to a spot where they 
were placed against the cliff and shot 
down with machine guns by Bolshe- 
vist sailors. Those who still showed 
signs of life were hacked to death 
with sabres and cutlasses, 


Mission Fails in Poland 
Warsaw. —: Negotiations at Lem- 
berg, between the inter-allied mission 
and the Poles and Ukrainians, have 
been broken off, it being found im- 
possible to get the Poles and Ukrain- 
ians to agree on a line of demarca- 
tion between their forces. Hostilities 
are about to be resumed, it is re- 
ported.

generally being one pound of bread 
daily.
